2. Claims 1-19 are pending. 

Examiner's Amendment

1. (currently amended) A facsimile use modem apparatus, comprising: 

an analog interface formed from a silicon data access arrangement operative to 
interface with an analog telephone line, said analog interface including an insulation device 
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configured to insulate a remainder of said facsimile use modem apparatus from said analog 
telephone line; 

a digital interface operative to interface with an ISDN (integrated services digital 
network) line and configured for G3 communications through the ISDN line; 

a signal converting device configured to convert a modem signal used in facsimile 
communications via the analog telephone line into a first signal used in the ISDN line, and 
convert a second signal from the ISDN line into a converted signal for use in facsimile 
communications via the analog telephone line; 

a monitoring device located within the silicon data access arrangement and 
configured for monitoring a progress of the facsimile communications via the ISDN line; and 

a data transmitting device operative to transmit linear data to a speaker via the silicon 
data access arrangement; 

a system side device connecting the silicon data access arrangement and the digital 
interface that enables transmission of signal through an insulation condenser to thereby 
enable wherein said monitoring device located within the silicon data access arrangement is 
and configured for to monitoring G3 communications executed through the ISDN line. 

7. (currently amended) A facsimile apparatus including a facsimile use modem 
comprising: 

an analog interface formed from a silicon data access arrangement operative to 
interface with an analog telephone line, said analog interface including an insulation device 
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configured to insulate a remainder of said facsimile use modem apparatus from said analog 
telephone line; 

a digital interface operative to interface with an ISDN (integrated services digital 
network) line and configured for G3 communications through the ISDN line; 

a signal converting device configured to convert a modem signal used in facsimile 
communications via the analog telephone line into a first signal used in the ISDN line, and 
convert a second signal from the ISDN line into a converted signal for use in facsimile 
communications via the analog telephone line; 

a monitoring device located within the silicon data access arrangement and 
configured for monitoring a progress of the facsimile communications via the ISDN line; and 

a data transmitting device operative to transmit linear data to a speaker via the silicon 
data access arrangement; 

a system side device connecting the silicon data access arrangement and the digital 
interface that enables transmission of signal through an insulation condenser to thereby 
enable wherein said monitoring device located within the silicon data access arrangement is 
and configured for to monitoring G3 communications executed through the ISDN line. 

8. (currently amended) A network connecting a facsimile apparatus having a 
facsimile use modem comprising: 

an analog interface formed from a silicon data access arrangement operative to 
interface with an analog telephone line, said analog interface including an insulation device 
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configured to insulate a remainder of said facsimile use modem apparatus from said analog 
telephone line; 

a digital interface operative to interface with an ISDN (integrated services digital 
network) line and configured for G3 communications through the ISDN line; 

a signal converting device configured to convert a modem signal used in facsimile 
communications via the analog telephone line into a first signal used in the ISDN line, and 
convert a second signal from the ISDN line into a converted signal for use in facsimile 
communications via the analog telephone line; 

a monitoring device located within the silicon data access arrangement and 
configured for monitoring a progress of the facsimile communications via the ISDN line; and 

a data transmitting device operative to transmit linear data to a speaker via the silicon 
data access arrangement; 

a system side device connecting the silicon data access arrangement and the digital 
interface that enables transmission of signal through an insulation condenser to thereby 
enable wherein said monitoring device located within the silicon data access arrangement is 
and configured for to monitoring G3 communications executed through the ISDN line. 

Support of said limitation is found in at least the example of Page 8, Line 26 - Page 9, 
Line 7 of the specification. 
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Should the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may 
be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it 
MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 1-19 are allowed for the following reasons: 

The closest prior art of record Shimoosawa (US 5418625 A) discloses a facsimile 
apparatus having a ISDN connection and a PSTN connection for communication facsimile 
data in G3 mode through the ISDN connection (Col 2, Rows 23-43). However, there is 
neither disclosure for a silicon data access arrangement nor suggestion for a system side 
device connecting said silicon data access arrangement for monitoring said G3 
communication through the ISDN connection. Therefore, the reference does not disclose a 
system side device connecting the silicon data access arrangement and the digital interface 
that enables transmission of signal through an insulation condenser to thereby enable said 
monitoring device located within the silicon data access arrangement to monitor G3 
communications executed through the ISDN line . 

D'Angelo (US 7330544 B2) and Rahamim (US 6351530 Bl) discloses silicon data 
access arrangement and suggestion for use of said silicon data access arrangement (See 
examiner's citation in office actions) in connection with DSP chips in a system side device. 
For example, D'Angelo (Col 14, Rows 14-45 and see Fig 2) discloses a modem solution to 
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isolate silicon DAA from system side device. However, there is no teaching for a system side 
device connecting the silicon data access arrangement and the digital interface that enables 
transmission of signal through an insulation condenser to thereby enable said monitoring 
device located within the silicon data access arrangement to monitor G3 communications 
executed through the ISDN line. While Rahamim does disclose silicon DAA connected to a 
system side circuitry that allows a call progress monitoring of transmission through a 
telephone line (Col 6, Rows 20-26), it does not suggest this configuration can be modified to 
monitor G3 communication executed through a ISDN line. Therefore there is no teaching for 
a system side device connecting the silicon data access arrangement and the digital interface 
that enables transmission of signal through an insulation condenser to thereby enable said 
monitoring device located within the silicon data access arrangement to monitor G3 
communications executed through the ISDN line.
